Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The remarks filed on December 11, 2006 does 
not place the application in condition for allowance. The prior art of record Boudah (U.S. Patent Number 5143415) in view of Burns (U.S. 
Patent Number 37341 10) and Aftanas et al., (U.S. Patent Number 6056176) discloses the claim language and the intent of the invention 
filed on July 19, 2006. Regarding claim 22, Boudah (Column 2, lines 59+) discloses the second pair (18)of support rails that is capable 
of retracting within the first pair of support rails (17). Regarding claim 27, Boudah in view of Burns discloses the first pair of support rails 
extends substantially along the length of the roof (Figure 1). Finally, regarding claim 41, Boudah in view of Burns discloses the roof rack 
portion attached to the roof in the fixed position extending along the front portion and the rear portion (Figure 1) .
